REVISION OF RULES 


For some considerable time it has been felt that a general revision of the 
Rules of the Society was overdue. The Council accordingly set up a committee 
for this purpose at the beginning of the present session. The committee's 
recommendations were considered by the Council, and a draft of the new Rules was 
laid before the Society at its June meeting and duly suspended in the Society's 
Library. In accordance with Chapter XX of the present Rules this will enable 
the new Rules to be discussed and voted upon at the Anniversary Meeting on 
Monday, 30th November 1959- Certain amendments to the draft were submitted by 
the Council at the September meeting, and these have been incorporated in the 
draft which is enclosed with this notice. 

It would be impracticable to attempt a summary of changes included in the 
draft, which affect in some degree most of the Rules, but particular attention 
is drawn to the increased rates of Annual Subscription - three guineas for 
Ordinary Members and one guinea for Junior Members - to come into force with 
effect from 1st January i960. It has been clear for some time that increased 
printing costs in connection with the Journal would necessitate an increase in 
the Annual Subscription rate. In the year ended 31 st October 1954? example, 
subscriptions received amounted to £446, and the cost of the 1955 Journal 
amounted to £438. In the year ended 31st October 1958, subscriptions received 
were £591 against the cost of the 1957 Journal of £1,077. Part of the cost of 
this Journal(£1 50) was met by a grant from the British Academy, but this grant 
will not be available in future. 

It is essential that the Society's revenue should in future balance its 
expenditure. Some saving is being achieved by making economies in the printing 
of the Journal, but in the circumstances, if the quality of the Journal is to be 
maintained, there is no alternative to an increase in Members' subscriptions. 

Members wishing to exercise their vote should do so by completing the form 
below and handing it to the Scrutators at the Anniversary Meeting; alternatively, 
the form may be sent to the Secretary at Chantry Way, Abbot Road, Guildford, 

Surrey, to arrive in time for the Meeting. A majority of four-fifths of the 
votes cast will be necessary for adoption.

the RULES OF THE BRITISH NUMISMATIC SOCIETY i960 


I. 


AME, OBJECTS AND CONSTITUTION : 


(1) The name of the Society shall he “THE BRITISH NUMISMATIC SOCIETY". 

(2) The Society is established for the encouragement and promotion of 
numismatic science, and particularly for the study of the coins, medals and 
tokens of the British Isles, and of such territories as may at any time bo or have 
been subject to British jurisdiction. 

'3; The property and management of the affairs of the Society shall vest in 
v. ?uncil consisting of the President, Vice-Presidents, Director, Treasurer, Library. 
Soci tary and not fewer than nine nor more than fifteen Members d' the Society, not 
bc:ny Junior Members. 

(4) The Society may not make any dividend, gift, division cr bonus in money unto 
or tween any of its Members. 

(5) The Society's chief publication shall be called "THE BRITISH NUMISMATIC 
JOURNAL". 

II. /'TDINARY MEMBERSHIP 

(1) Ordinary Membership of the Society shall be open to persons of either sex 
who have attained the ago of twenty-one, and also to appropriate institutions. 

(2) Each candidate for election as an Ordinary Member shall be named in writing 
on a certificate signed by throe or more Members, not being Junior Members, the 
firs! of whom shall certify from personal knowledge and the others from general 
..nor "j edge, or from acquaintance with the candidate's works. The certificate shall 
spec ?y the full name and permanent address of the candidate, and shall be delivered 
to + 3 Secretary. It shall be road at the next Meeting of the Society, not being 
an i_ raordinary Meeting, and read again at the subsequent Meeting at which the 
candtd ^ 0 is put to the ballot.

Tho election shall in all 
scs bo determined by a majority of four-fifths of the votes cast, and shall be 
gover - od by the provisions of Rule VIII.

I admit you a Member thereof. " 

The Ci airman at the Anniversary Meeting shall admit in absentia such persons and 
institutions eloctcd to Membership during the previous year as have paid their 
dues to the Treasurer and have not been admittod in person. 

(3) Tho election, admission, withdrawal or death of every Ordinary Member, 
with tho date thereof, shall be entered by the Secretary in a Register.

VIxI METHODS OF VOTING 

(1) In the election or amoval of Members, and in those other matters which 

fall to be decided at an Ordinary Meeting, the votes shall be taken by way of 

ballot of the Members then present and entitled to vote. Except as provided in 
Rules 11(4), IV(1), and X(2), all questions shall be decided by a simple majority 
of the votes cast, the Chairman having a secono or casting vote where necessary.

and Europe and entitled to vote. The ballot paper shall be sent by post to the 
Sc retary to each such Member at least a fortnight before the dat'd of the Anniversary 
M ting.

(4) In the exercise of their office they shall endeavour to promote the objects 
of the Society, and shall, to fhe best of their ability, ensure that the proceedings 
of the Society are consistent with its' position and importance. 

(5) They shall render any assistance, by correspondence or otherwise, to 
Members towards the furtherance of the objects of the Society. 

XIV. THE TREASURER 

in the absence of the President and Vice-Presidents and the Director, the 
Tr ’.surer shall preside over the Meetings of the Society. 

(k, He shall be ex officio a Member of the Council and of al 1 Committees, 
except as provided in Rule XVIl(3) 

(3; He shall keep the accounts of the Society in proper books, to be provid 
for that purpose. 

(4) He- shall not make any payment, other than current or petty cash expenses, 
w* ' bout the previous order of the Council. 

( 5 , He shall from time to time pay in to the Bankers of the Society all mono„ • 
received on its account, and he shall invest surplus moneys as directed by the 
Council. 

( 6 ) He shall keep the property of the Society insured for such sums as the 
Co ■ icil shall from time to time direct. 

(7) He shall with the aid of the Finance Committee, if any, exercise a 
vigilant superintendence over the expenditure of the Society, and shall in al 1 
thin js promote its interest. 

( 8 ) He shall produce his audited accounts and bank pass books at or before the 
September Meeting of the Council. 

XV. THE LIBRARIAN 

(1) In the absence of the President and of the Vice-Presidents, Director 
and Treasurer, the Librarian shall preside over the Meetings of the Society. 

(2) He shall be ex officio a Member of the Council.’ 

(3) He shall be the chief custodian of the Library and al other acquisitions 
of the Society, and shall see that they are preserved and kept in order and 
condition. He shall keep proper catalogues or indexes of the same, and shall 
from time to time report thereon to the Council and advise on proposed 
acquisitions, but shall not incur any expense without the previous sanction of 
the Council. 

(/' He shall regulate the lending of books to Members, and shall cause a 

ov )ful record to be kept thereof. 

(5) He shall assist Members by correspondence or otherwise, on matters connected 
with the Society’s Library. 

XVI . THE COUNCIL 

(1) The management of the property and revenues of the Society, and the 
conduct of its business, shall bo entrusted to the Council. 

(2) No debts shall be incurred without its sanction, nor any payments, except 
petty cash and ordinary current expenses, made without its order. Any proposal 
for an expenditure, other than the publication of The British Numismatic Journal , 
exceeding the sun of fifty pounds shall be laid before the Society at a Meeting, 
not being an Extraordinary Meeting, to receive its sanction at the next such 
Meeting previously to incurring the same. 

( 3 ) The Council shall meet once a month, or oftener, during eight months at 
leart of each year. Five Members shall form a quorum. 
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( 4 ; The Council nay fron tine to tine appoint Committees for special purposes. 

(c> The Council shall regulate the proceedings of its Committees, the proceedings 

of’ which shall be reported to the next following Council Meeting.

( 1 ) The Council may from time to time appoint Corresponding Members of the 
Council in any country, whose duty shall be to communicate regularly with the 
C'incil and to give the earliest ^intimation of any discovery or development 
r lating to numismatic science, or other matters or events coming within the 
jects of the Society, in their respective localities. 

(o) Such Corresponding Members shall not be entitled to attend Council 

1 1 etings except by invitation of the President, in which case they shall not have 

any vote. 

(?) Every such appointment shall continue only during the pleasure of 
the Council, and shall terminate with the Council elections in every yeai. 


IX. AUDITORS 

-i ) The Society shall at each Anniversary Meeting, on the nomination of 
x..e President, appoint Auditors to audit the accounts of the Society curing 
the ensuing year. 


( ) The Auditors, if not professional auditors, shall be two Members 
of the Society, not being Junior Members, one at least of whom shall if 
p ssible have been one of the Auditors appointed at the previous Anniversary 

Meeting. 


(3) The Auditors shall examine the accounts of the Treasurer. They shall 

check his receipts, examine the vouchers for his payments and make such 
investigation into the general financial condition of the Society as they shall 
think proper, and they shall report to the Society thereon. 


XX. VARIATION OF RULES 

(l) The draft of any Rule proposed to be made in addition to or for the

( ) A copy of the draft sha.ll be sent to a]l Members as provided by Rule VIl(3y 
a l the question whether the draft shall pass or not, in whole or in part, shal 
bo determined in accordance with Rule VIIl(3) 

( 4 ) No proposed amendment to such draft or to any part of it shall be disc ssed 
or put to the vote at the Anniversary or Extraordinary Meeting unless such 
adment shall have been submitted in print or in writing to an Ordinary 
Meeting and shall have been read from the Chair or prominently exhibited by way 
of notice. A copy of each such amendment shall be suspended in the Society's 
Library with the original draft and shall be sent to all Members.
